To the Court: 

I write on behalf of Pope, McGlamry, Kilpatrick, Morrison & Norwood, 
P.C. ("Pope McGlamry") in response to the Court's June 11, 2019 amended 
order regarding briefing and scheduling in the above-referenced matters. 

Pope McGlamry timely filed a notice of appeal of the district court’s 
Explanation and Order allocating the common-benefit attorneys' fees award in 
the underlying MDL-2323 and was given the opportunity to file an additional 
brief. Because the consolidated brief addresses the bases for our appeal, as is 
equally applicable to Pope McGlamry and other Plaintiff Leadership Counsel, 
Pope McGlamry adopts the Joint Opening Brief of Appellants filed on August 9, 
2019 by the Locks Firm, pursuant to Fed. R. App. P. 28(i). To avoid 
duplicative argument and conserve judicial resources, Pope McGlamry is 
notifying the Court that it will not be filing an additional, separate brief. 

Pope McGlamry therefore respectfully requests that the Court grant the 
relief sought in the Joint Opening Brief of Appellants, namely that the district 
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court's order allocating common-benefit fees be vacated and the common- 
benefit fee allocation be remanded with instructions that the court and parties 
craft a process for a new allocation that will accord with due process and 
satisfy the values of transparency, reliability and basic fairness.
